The purpose of this program is to pro- 
mote the creation and operation of local 
agricultural societies which will improve 
standards for agriculture, domestic in- 
dustry and rural life. Grants are made 
to the local agricultural societies by The 
Department of Agriculture and Food. 

The size of each individual grant is 
determined on several factors, including 
membership. The maximum grant to any 


society is limited to $1,500 in any one 
year. Special grants of $2,500 are paid 
to the C.N.E., C.C.E. and the Western 
Fair. 

The societies organize exhibitions, 
award prizes, hold competitions for young 
people, hold public meetings and help to 
organize members to eradicate insects, 
weeds, animal parasites and diseases.

The Technology Division provides courses 
of one, two, or three years duration for 
apprentices, technicians and technologists, 
as well as a variety of short courses and 
refresher courses. The Business Division 
provides a similar range of courses, ex- 
cept that there is no apprenticeship pro- 
gram. The curricula are worked out in 
close cooperation between business, in- 
dustry, social and other public agencies. 
The Applied Arts Division performs two 
functions. It provides teaching in the 


liberal arts and social sciences for students 
in the Technology and Business Divisions 
and it also supplies a variety of courses 
in other areas. 

Flexible scheduling allows part-time 
study by day or night in order to meet the 
needs of the working population. Courses 
for adults who wish to improve their 
general education will be provided as well 
as a range of non-certificate cultural and 
recreational courses. 

The colleges are under the control of 
a local Board of Governors, which deter- 
mines the exact range of courses in 
accordance with the needs of the com- 
munity. The Department of Education 
coordinates the curricula of the colleges, 
and assesses their budgets. 


Applicants for admission to the three- 
year programs should have at least stand- 
ing in Grade 12 of the five-year secondary 
school program. Applicants for most of 
the two year or shorter programs will be 
admitted with any Grade 12 diploma. 
Upgrading programs are provided for 
applicants aged 19 or older who lack the 


required qualifications to enter the 
courses of their choice, and they are 
helped to achieve the required back- 
ground studies as quickly as possible.

time of the year, including the months 
of July and August, and proceed at their 
own rate throughout the year. Theoreti- 
cal courses for tradesmen in auto 
mechanics, carpentry, machine shop prac- 
tice, and radio theory are available for 
a fee of $10.00 per course.

Special courses are 
available for university graduates and for 
students who want to specialize in 
primary school teaching, home economics 
(Toronto only), vocal music, or teaching 
French to English-speaking pupils. 

Upon graduation from Grade XIII or 
its equivalent, prospective teachers take 


a one-year course at a Teachers’ College 
in teaching methods, combined with 
several weeks of practice-teaching at local 
schools. Upon successful completion of 
the program, they obtain an interim teach- 
ing certificate which will be made per- 
manent after two years of successful 
teaching, on the recommendation of the 
school superintendent. 


No tuition fees are charged. The 
student will have to buy textbooks and 
provide for his accommodation while at 
Teachers’ College. 


A candidate for admission must have 
standing in Grade XHI English and five 
additional credits with an overall average 
of at least 60%, or its equivalent; must 
be accepted by a Teachers’ College Com- 


mittee of Selection; must have a chest 
X-ray, must have a certificate of good 
character; and must furnish evidence that 
he is a Canadian citizen, or has “landed 
immigrant” status.

amines plans for X-ray facilities in indus- 
try, hospitals and doctors’ offices, inspects 
the facilities in operation, and may make 
recommendations or directives for cor- 
rective action. Plans specifying shielding 
and other radiation defenses are sub- 
jected to the same scrutiny. Consultative 
services on radiation problems are also 
available. Continual analyses are made 
of all materials suspected of containing 
radioactive contaminants that may affect 
the health of Ontario residents or those 
individuals working with radioactive 
materials.

Anti-tuberculosis drugs are distributed 
free by the Service, which also provides 
the operation of ten sanatoria throughout — 
the province.

FAMILY BENEFITS 


The purpose of this program is to pro- 
vide long-term financial assistance to in- 
dividuals and persons with families who 
are not employed full-time and are unable 
to support themselves due to inadequate 
assets or income.
